REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION 
FOR 


THE YEAR ENDING FEBRUARY 15, 1896. 


The schools during the year past have been fairly successful, 
Six, of twenty-five weeks each, have been maintained, beside a 
winter term of seven weeks for “older scholars,” at a central point 
of the town, Miss Alice M. Burbank, teacher. The latter was a 
new departure in the manner of spending money appropriated for 
public schools, yet it has many friends. 

As was done last year, the scholars of what was called White 
Plain district were carried to Sweatt’s Mills, thereby saving one 
hundred dollars to be divided among the other scholars. Two 
things, at least, are necessary for the best results in the education of 
our children, viz.: Good teachers, and an earnest co-operation of 
parents with them. If the state would demand that every teacher 
should have special training for his work one step in the right direc- 
tion would be taken. Teachers would gladly welcome this if suffi- 
cient compensation for their services would permit. All other pro- 
fessions require it, why not require it for the most important and 
noblest work committed to the intelligence of man? 

The perpetuation of our republican form of government depends 
largely upon the proper training of the minds of children. This 
training cannot be rightly done under the instruction of teachers 
not qualified for their. positions. However, with the best of in- 
struction there will be a partial failure unless parents co-operate 
heartily with the teacher. 

It is a fact to be deplored that there are parents who never 
visit a school, do not know even what studies their children are 
pursuing, yet many times are ready to condemn methods of which 
they know nothing. If parents would speak well of teachers, if 
they speak at all, be careful that their children attend school every 
day if it is possible, consult with teachers when they think that 
something has gone wrong, in fact, try to build up and not tear 
down, we should find another step had been taken for improving 
our school system
